Today’s  churches  must  apply  modern,  design  in  new  build¬ 
ings,  according  to  Prof.  Otto  Bertning,  dean  of  German  church 
builders.  The  president  of  the  Federation  of  German  architects 
opened  the  Evangelical  Church  Builders  convention  in  Berlin 
attended  by  800  architects.  He  said:  “No  congregation,  no  church 
building  committee  would  want  to  build  a  Gothic  church  today. 
Nobody  will  question  the  fact  that  to  build  a  church  of  today  you 
must  use  the  architectural  lines  of  today.  Modern  design  is  a

As  It  Was  In  The  Beginning 

A  73-year  old  Des  Moines,  Iowa  merchant  has  brought 
647  people  into  his  church  during  the  past  three  years.  This 


Chesterfield 


is  an  example  of  personal  evangelism  that  harks  back- to 
the  first  days  of  Christianity.  “ 

A  member  of  the  University  Christian  Church  (Disci¬ 
ples  of  Christ)  and  in  “semi  retirement,”  the  energetic  Mr. 

Huntoon  claims  to  have  no  special  methods  or  technique  fh 
his  witnessing. 

“Anybody  can  do  it,”  he  says.  “After  all,  in  Christian 
work,  as”  in  business  and  salesmanship,  it  is  really  the  pro¬ 
duct  that  counts.  A  salesman  in  the  business  world  has  to 
be  sure  of  his  product,  have  confidence  in  it,,  before  he 
goes  out  to  offer  it  to  people.  Church  members  have  the 
greatest  product  in  the  world!” 

According  to  Evangelical  Press,  Mr.  Huntoon  began 
his  work  after  his  wife  died.  He  started  out  spending  one 
hour  a  week  in  visitation.  Now  he  spends  four  hours  each 
day  “ringing  doorbells  for  Christ.” 

Here  is  the  ancient  pattern  that  must  be  restored.  In 
evangelism  there  never  has  been  a  substitute  for  the  per¬ 
sonal  encounter.  During  apostolic  times  Christians  were  un¬ 
trained,  unequipped,  and  unorganized — according  to  Twen¬ 
tieth  Century  fashions — but  they  had  a  burning  personal 
experience  to  share:  And  share  it  they  did!  Converts  to 
the  faith  were  won  first  and  foremost  by  personal  soul¬ 
winning. 

The  effectiveness  of  personal  testimony  has  not  dim¬ 
med  with  the  years.  It  is  still  our  greatest  hope  for  win¬ 
ing  America  to  Christ. 

There  are  between  175,000  and  200,000  lost  people  in 
Mississippi.  All  of  these  could  be  won  to  Christ  during  1958 
if  just  one  man  in  every  Baptist  church  in  the  state  would 
get  a  vision  like  our  brother  from  Des  Moines. 

The  first  Sunday  in  the  new  year  (January  5,  1958) 
has  been  designated  among  Southern  Baptists  as  SOUL 
WINNING  COMMITMENT  DAY.  What  greater  cause  for 
for  recruitment  could  challenge  our  churches  than  this? 

Now  is  the  time  to  be  loin£  the  groundwork  necessary  for 
a  meaningful  and  victorioils'Commitment  Day.

County  jail  stands  a  crude  stone 
wall  ten  or  twelve  feet  high. 

jagged --bits  of  glass  im¬ 
bedded  in  the  top  of  the  p’all 
complete  a  formidable  barrier. 

Suddenly  from  outside  the 
wall  there  is  raised  a  signal,  a 
piece  of  c)oth  tied  to  a  stick.  It- 
-appears  above  the  bristling 
crest  of  the  wall  and  is  spotted 
immediately  by  a  waiting  pris¬ 
oner. 

The  prisoner  is  John  Weather¬ 
ford,  a  Baptist  preacher  held 
in  Chesterfield  County  jail 
since  May  when  4va,Auas^rrested 
for  preaching  the  Baptist  gos¬ 
pel.  But  the  bars  of  his  cell 
have  not  silenced  him,  for  the 
flag  beyond  the  wall  is  his  sig¬ 
nal  to  preach  again. 

This  prison  wall  is  unique.  It 
is  not  designed  to  hold  prison¬ 
ers  in,  but  to  keep  free  men 
out.  They  have  been  drawn  to 
the  prison  window  of  John 
Weatherford  by  the  power  of 
his  Baptist  message. 

Weatherford  was  arrested  by 
Chesterfield  County  authorities 
<for  preaching  without  a  license 
from  the  state  church  and  is 
,  being  held  until  he  gives  se¬ 
curity  that  he  will  not  preach 
again  in  the  county.  Not  only 
does  the  Baptist  evangelist  re¬ 
fuse  to  promise  such  "good  be¬ 
havior,”  but  he  continues  to 
preach  form  his  prison  cell. 

As  crowds,  gathered  outside 
Weatherford's  window  to  hear 
!  him  preach,  his  persecutors  at¬ 
tempted  to  break  up  the  meet¬ 
ings.  His  hands  and  forearms 
were  slashed  with  knives  as  he 
gesticulated  through  the  grate 
of  his  cell.  Still  he  continued 
to  preach.  Still  the  crowds 
gathered,  In  increasing  numbers 


to  further  disc,.  ge  Weather-, 
ford.  But  the  preacher’s,  pow¬ 
erful  voice  easily  carries  over 
the  wall  and  the  waving  flag 
signals  him  that  a  congregation 
is  waiting-.to  hear  his  message. 

Only  thirty-three  and  a  plgin 
farmer  of  little  education, 
Weatherford  nevertheless  has 
preached  with  great  effect 
since  he  entered  the  ministry 
twelve  years  ago.  In  additfon 
to  his...  courage  and  zeal  in 
preaching  the  Baptist  message 
in  spite  of  opposition  from  the 
st.te  church.

Depressed  Woman 
QUESTION:  I  am  thirty-four 
years  of  age,  have  a  child  twelve 
and  one  three  and  a  half. 
Through  the  years  I  have  gone 
to  church^aTid  tried  to  live  a 
Christian  life. 

Now  I  am  depressed.  Three 
months  ago  I  attempted  suicide^ 
by  taking  an  overdose  of  sleep¬ 
ing  pills.  They  kppt  me  in  a 
regular  hospital  wr  a  while  but 
H  am  still  depressed.  For,  the 
last  three  months  I  cannot  pray 
and  read  my  Bible.  A  psychia¬ 
trist  wants  to  put  me  in  a  men- 
t  1  hospital  and  give  me  electric 
shock  treatments.  What  should 
I  do? 

ANSWER:  When  I  pay  good 
money  to  see  a  doctor  I  try  to 
follow  his  advice.  You  can’t  be 
doctor  and  patient  both.  The 
truth  is,  electric  shock  treat¬ 
ments  are  a  “specific”  for  de¬ 
pressions.  You  will  need  some 
counseling  after  you  get  a  little 
higher  up.  out  of  your  depres¬ 
sion,  but  listen  to  your  doctor 
for  the  time  being. 

Of  course,  you  can’t  pray.  No 
person  in  a  deep  depression  can 
pray  a  healthy  prayer.  If  you 
can  pray  you  are  not  very  de¬ 
pressed.  If  you  are  very  ex¬ 
pressed  you  can  t  pray.  That  s 
the  way  it  works 

But  God  has  not- changed  Re¬ 
member  that  you  can’t  trust 
your  emotions  when  you  are 
emotionally  sick.
